Both of the Injured men were

The value of 
Little 
Bluestem 


grass both from an erosion control I 
standpoint and as a hay crop is' 
well demonstrated on the Andrew 
Talley farm two 
and 
one-half 


miles west of Kerens, officials of 
the Corsicana CCC camp, 
local 


soil 
conservation 
headquarters 
state. 


In March, 1937, Mr. 
Talley 


planted 100 pounds of little blue- 
stem seed, commonly called prairie 
grass and sage grass, on an eight 
aero block of land that ho re- 
tired 
from 
cultivation. 
Before 


planting, the land had been broken 
with a turning plow and the rows 
lined off about 18 Inches apart. A 
planter with a corn hole plate was 
used to plant the seed and only 1-4 
to 1-2 of dirt covered them. 


Mr. Talley emphasized the fact 
that good land preparation before 
seeding is very essential in order 
to get a stand of the young grass 
seedlings. 
"Even though I had 


my land broken early and thought 
is was clean, to my 
sorrow 
I 


found that when the seed began 
to come up the weeds came too, 
and as a result only half of a 
stand survived out of the 
first 
years seeding. Determined to have 
a meadow, I sowed another 100 
pounds on the same area in March 
1938. This time the seed 
were 


broadcast over the ground and a 
section harrow run over them to 
cover the seed." 


"Each year since seeding I have 


mowed the weeds early in tho 
spring so the meadow grass would 
have a better chance 
to grow, 


make seed and spread. 
Later in 


the fall .after the grass made seed 
I cut the hay let it fall to the 
ground and run a section harrow 
over the ground to spread tho 
seed. Today I have a fine mea- 
dow and expect to harvest a good 
crop of hay this year," Mr, Tal- 
ley stated. 


Farmers throughout this section 


of the county and other counties 
are realizing the value of 
this 


meadow grass as a means of con- 
serving soil and a valuable crop 
for hay. A number of farmers 
have found that strips of 
little 


bluestem grass may be used sat- 
isfactorly in lieu of terraces, where 
the land Is not too steep and bad- 
ly eroded and where the grass Is 
adapted to the soil. 


Besides, having established this 


eight acre meadow, Mr. Talley has 
adapted a complete soil and water 
conservation program on his farm 
with the aid of the technicians of 
the S. C, S. at Corslcana.

The agriculture department report- 
ed today that wool production In 
the United States In 1939 totaled

What Roads Milk Routes 


Traverse Beginning March 


After making a careful inspection an'd considering all tKe 
factors involved, officials of the Corsicana Chamber ofj 
Commerce believe the following designation of daily milk 
routes to begin Saturday, March 16, will serve the largest; 
possible number of prospective milk sellers. 


Route One 


From Corsicana to Emhouse thence north to Ensign in 
Ellis county. Turns east over graveled road to Oak Grove 
and to intersect Highway 75 at Alma. Following U. S. 
Highway 75 back through Rice and on south to intersec- 
tion of graveled road leading East to Tupelo community. 
The route will follow this graveled road and turn back 
South over one-way slab to junction of Chatfield-Roane 
slab. Will run up to Roane and then double back into 
Corsicana over the paved road. J. E. Thompson will carry, 
.this route. 


Route Two 


This route will be carried by W. E. Harris of Emhouse. 
He will pick up all milk from Chambers creek north of 
Emhouse south to Watkins Filling Station about 3 miles 
south of Emhouse where he will turn west to intersect 
the Black Hills slab. (This means Route Carrier on Num- 
ber Qne route will skip this 6 mile section). Harris will 
then turn South on slab to intersect Highway 22 and then 
go west to Blooming Grove. He will continue on to Frost 
if there is a demand for the route, then double back to 
intersection State Home road and will go west on the 
Drane slab to end of pavement and double back into Cor- 
sicana. He will then cut across to the Corbet road and 
will go to Corbet and double back into Corsicana. 


Route Three 


This route is scheduled to begin about 16 miles southwest 
on Highway 31 at the Purdon road intersection and come 
back into Corsicana over No. 31. (It will be extended 
further toward Dawson on 31 if a demand for the route 
is created by interested milk producers). This carrier will 
then turn at the brick kiln and cut across to intersect high- 
way 22. The route will follow this highway south and 
will go to Navarro. Will follow an oiled road across to in- 
tersect No. 22 near Eureka and then double back over the 
pavement to Corsicana. This route will be carried by 
Mr. Deyo. 


Route Four

The main truck from Mexia will pick up any milk along 
U. S. Highway 75 as it returns through Richland and 
Wortham to the Mexia plant. 


Milk Routes Announcement 
Any one living on or near any of the above designated 
routes who are interested in selling milk is urged to at- 
tend a meeting at the courthouse in Corsicana, Monday 
night, March 11, beginning at 7 o'clock. Borden Company 
officials and the Dairy Committee officials will be there 
to give detailed information concerning the securing of 
milk cans, buying additional cows, when the milk will 
have to be ready, and all the other questions that may 
be helpful in assisting you to determine if you want to 
patronize the daily milk routes.

WORLD TALKS OF GETHSEMANE* 


But Mere Suffering Is Not Enough to Consti- 


tute a Gethsemane—The Spiritual Signifi- 
cance of the'Garden — Personal Visits to 
Olivet. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


"This world Is headed straight 


for a Oethsemane," says an anyllit 
of the times. 
"A large part of Europe is al- 
ready in Gethsemane," added an- 
other. 
Neither was right, Both con- 


fused single suffering with the ex- 
perience of Jesus In the Garden. 
There Is more to Oethsemane than 
the mere endurance of agony; and 
gon 
llin 
the common usage of calling every 
occasion of deep sorrow a Oethse- 
mane is unwarranted. Pain, grief, 
disappointment, rejection, 
misun- 
derstanding and spiritual disillu- 
sionment—these are the common 
lot of men. But they are not Oeth- 
semane. 


Only they go into the Garden 
who, in spiritual anguish, seek res- 
ignation to the will of God. The 
"open sesame" for that sublime ex- 
perience Is, "Not my will, 
but 
Thine, be done." We may not peer 
far into the depths of the torment 
of the soul of Jesus, ae, in His 
deepest, darkest hour, He wrestled 
alone over the fate so near Him, 
and which He saw so clearly. But 
we do know that His 
ultimate 
mood and decision was one of ac- 
ceptance, and. of unity with the 
will of the Father. 
So, as we confront the dim face 


of the tragedy toward which the 
whole world is speeding, we can- 
not call it a Oethsomane, until 
mankind has perceived the spirit- 
ual significance of the catastrophe 
and In utter pentlence and 
sub- 
mission has learned to cry, "Not 
my will, but Thine, be done." We 
•hall find peace and victory In the 
Garden only when we have 
ac 
cepted and are reconciled to the 
will of God. 


The Literal Garden 


On the lower slope of the Moun 
or Olives are three 
Gardens o 
Oethsemane, 
preserved 
by thi 
three communions—Roman Cath 
ollc, Oreek Orthodox and Armen 
ian. The first is the one oftenes 
visited by tourists. Within It are 
the foundations of a church bull 
by Queen Helena, upon which thi 
Franciscans have lately erected i 
beautiful edifice. 
Fortunately, the exact spot o 
the agony of Jesus can never with 
certainly be identified. 
But w 
do know, beyond any shadow o 
doubt, that It wae to an oltv 
grove somewhere on this 
slope 


overlooking the city 
that 
H 
loved, that our Lord resorted, a« 
was His wont, for seclusion an 
prayer. 
Thrice, under the 
brll 
llant Passover moon, I have gon 
out from Jerusalem and cllmbe 
this steep hill to an 
unfence 
group of olive trees, that I mlgh 
meditate upon the agony of Him 
who bore the whole world's sin an 
sorrow into the Garden. 


With A Song On His Lips 


Even the casual reader of th 


life of Jesus cannot miss the cloud 
ed spirit of Impending 
tragedy 
which hung over His last days. 
Again and again He tried to break 
through the dense misunderstand- 
ing of His little group of asso- 
ciates, that they might share his 
feelings. At the Last Supper. He 
opened His overflowing heart to 
them as never before, that they 
might know Him and His mis- 
sion. He had a rendezvous with 
death. 
After the intimate, me- 
morial family meal, and the sub- 
lime discourse that accompanied 
it, they sang a hymn, and set out 
for familiar Olivet. 
"Yes; "they sang a hymn." In 
the face of the supreme drama of 
time and eternity, they 
poured 
forth the Jubilant strains of faith 
in the old Hebrew Psalms. Not 
whip-driven 
and 
terrified, 
but 


Jubilantly, 
triumphantly, 
Jesus 
went forth to meet His supreme 
hour. There was more than cour- 
age In the conduct of the Man 
about to die: there was 
victory 
and peace. They are of the com- 
pany of Christ who can confront 
life's woes with a song. 


The Three Who Slept 
Not all of His friends mean the 
same to Christ. He had, and has, 
His chosen ones, the inner circle. 
So Peter and James and John were 
taken with Him to the very edge 
of the shadowed trees where He 
prayed, the other eight remaining 
at a distance. Only rare disciples 
are "far ben," as the Scotch say. 
As Jesus, alone, underwent the 
agony of the bloody sweat, a soul 
turmoil that passes understanding, 


he three friends slept. They did 
ot understand; any more than the 
eeptng city of Jerusalem under- 
wood; or than we understand the 
nner life of those nearest and 
earest to us. Even the Farewell 
upper had not opened their eyes 
o the poignancy of the hour. They 
epresent the heedless church. If 
re but knew what 
the 
present 
our portends, we, too, would be 


wrestling In agony of soul, I won- 
er how many readers of these 
nes have today prayed for the 
world In Its suffering and sin? 
Ve can share Gethsemane only at 
he price of prayer. 
Too profound for our crass com- 
irehenslon was the Garden experl- 
nce of Jesus. The bitterness of 
he cup He must drink: the aw 
ulness of the sin of mankind; the 
edempttve love of the Father 
all were commingled In this mid 
night session of supplication and 
urrender. Alone, Jesus trod thr 
winepress of suffering. Even thi 
cross held no such grief, for H 
had been made ready for Calvary 
by Oethsemane. 
The sting 
1 
drawn from every ordeal of th 
soul when we can say, "Thy wll 
>e done." 
The Traitor 


While the little band of twelv 
made their way along the dark an< 
narrow streets of Jerusalem, to 
ward the gate that led to Olive 
and the East, Judas was bent on 
ils dark errand to the 
plotting 
priests. Love of money, and dis- 
appointed ambition, 
had 
turned 
this comrade Into a monster of 
disloyalty, For thirty pieces of 
silver he revealed to the enemy 
the familiar prayer-place of Je- 
sus, on the hillside . opposite the 
city. 


Not only did he guide the temple 


police and their leaders thither— 
Rome's part was yet to be played— 
but he agreed to Identify the Vic- 
tim by a kiss. The depths of pei> 
fldy were plumbed by this act. It 
was no casual touching of the lips 
to the cheek of Jesus that Judas 
gave. 
As the Greek makes clear, 


he kissed Him again and again, 
ardently, effusively, as the father 
kissed the prodigal and as Mary 
kissed the feet of the Saviour at 
Bethany (The same Greek word 
Is used In all three Instances.) To 
what depths of 
disloyalty 
may 


broken love descend! 


Yet during that act, the foulest 
that has ever blotted the history 
of humanity, Jesus called Judas, 
"Friend." 
Thus 
lowest 
treason 
was matched by highest loyalty. 
Remorse quickly overtook Judas, 


and he tried to return the blood 
money, before he hanged himself. 
But the priests would have none 
of It. "The sin we do, two by two, 
we must pay for one by one." The 
money was spent for a potter's 
field—and to this day the one un- 
built section outside of Jerusalem's 
walls is Aceldama.

Their present job is to search 


the huge literature of chemurgy— 
publications of Individuals, socie- 
ties, universities, governments— 
to make sure what foundations al- 
ready exist, what fields still are 
unexplored, what would be mere 
duplication and which lines of re- 
search give most promise. 
Then they must 
design 
their 


equipment, because much of what 
they will undertake will be so new 
the tools do not now exist. 


"We want our program com- 


pleted and approved, our physical 
setup ready, so when the building 
Is completed we can go right to 
work," explained Harry P. New- 
ton, technical assistant to the di- 
rector.
